Perils Of Sea Thought 
To Have Been Over 
For Flotilla 


(Associated Press) • 
NEW YORK, July 7.—The Un­ 
ited States submarine S41 went 
aground today between the Wil­ 
liamsburg bridge a no 
yu««n»- 
boro bridge, in the East river, 
while being towed to the navy 
yard Here. 
The S-51 had just passed through 
what were believed to bp her ma­ 
jor perils on the journey F fre, pos­ 
sible sinking again in the deep 
waters of the sound, and lost in the 
swirling waters of Hell Gat*. 
All seemed to be in order for a 
speedy and safe arrival when "the 
undersea boat suddenly piled up 
on Ferly reef rock, between the 
tv*> bridges. 
The S-51 was being towed in 
tandem by the tugs Iuka and Sag- 
amor. 
A civilian pilot, who had 
joined the escort during the night, 
was in charge of bringing the flo­ 
tilla to the navy yeard, A second 
civilian pilot was on the Falcon, 
lead ship of the convoy. 
< 
Although the navy had ordered 
river traffic to be turned aside to 
permit a free lane for the meed 
submarine and its convoy, there ap­ 
parently had been some hitch in the 
orders because the 
usual 
heavy 
traffic was steaming up and down 
the river when the accident occur 
red.

The rock where the submarine 
went aground is off 88th streets 
south of Welfare island.

At the time of the grounding, 
the tide was at flood.
